To 5-Day Week for 
Yard Service Men 


U. S. Gov't Release 

WASHINGTON — Secretary of 
Labor Maurice J. Tobin reported 
to President Truman June 17 that 
agreements have been reached be- 
tween the Brotherhood of Railway 
Trainmen and managements of 
nearly all the Nation’s major rail- 
roads to place a 5-day workweek 
in effect for yard service employ- 
ees. 

The agreements covered 80 rail- 
roads. On 7 others the question is 
still pending under the applicable 
contracts. 

Secretary Tobin was designated 
by the President to decide whether 
sufficient manpower was available 
in instances where the BRT had 
asked for the 5-day workweek un- 
der the terms of a master agree- 
ment of May 25, 1951. 

“T wish to take this opportunity 
to praise the sincerity and integ- 


problems connected with making 
the 5-day work week effective,” 
|Tobin’s letter to the President 
said. “By assuming the responsi- 
bility of settling their own differ- 
ences they have reduced Govern- 
ment action to a minimum. This

RICHMOND, Va. (LPA) — Sen. 
Harry F. Byrd, 65, Virginia apple- 
grower, newspaper publisher, 
apostle of “economy,” boss of one 
of the tightest political machines 
in the nation, and an anti-Admin- 
istration Democrat from way 
back, will be in the U. S. Senate 
another four years. 

‘He won the Democratic nomina- 
tion in the state primary July 15, 
and in Virginia that is about tan- 
tamount to election. The count: 
Byrd 199,358; Francis Pickens 
Miller 117,477. The state has a 
population of 4 million, but it laso 
has a poll tax. 

Miller, long foe of the Byrd ma- 
chine, called his defeat “but one 
play in the game,” and expects to 
continue the battle. 


Byrd’s man, Rep. Clarence Bur-} 


ton, won in the sixth district, but 
in the 10th Edmund D. Campbell 


defeated three other candidates, 
including a Byrd man, for the no- 
mination for Congress. 

Byrd was elected governor in 
1926. He was appointed to the Sen- 
ate in 1983 to fill the term of Sen. 
Claude A. Swanson, who had been 
named Secretary of the Navy by 
President Roosevelt. He has been 
anti-Roosevelt and anti-Truman, 
and in 1951 said he could not 
name a single New. Deal. measure 
he would have supported. 

He hung the “Trumanite” tag 
on Miller, moved the Democratic 
primary up from the usual August 
date to July, before the Demo- 
cratic convention, and set the 
state convention for July 18, five 
days after the primary, to name 
delegates to the Chicago party 
convention. Byrd is backing Sen. 
Russell of Georgia for the nomi- 


nation.

On the other hand, it is known 
to cause aplastic anemia, in which 
bone marrow loses the capacity 
to produce blood cells. Many 
deaths have been traced to it. 

Because there is some disagree- 
ment whether aplastic anemia 
can be halted by discontinuing the 
use of chloromycetin in time, the 
FDA has asked the National Re- 
search Council to name a group 
of nationally recognized experts in 
hematology and internal medicine 
to study the history of the drug 
and recommend to ban its use en- 
tirely.
